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VOLCANO ACTIVE IN UTAH

Columns of Smoke and Dust Have
Arisen Recently from the
0ld Voleano.

Halt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 18.—Ar-
cording to D. A, Turner, of Mlilford,
T'tah, an old voleano forming part of
the Wachatich chain in southern Utah,
between Beaver and Plate counties,
which apparently had been extinet for
centurles, has broken out afresh, Ex-
plosiong,  apparently emanaling from
the crater, have been heard lor miles
around, while at times columns of
smoke and dust have arisen from the
old voleano and new lavi formitlons,
all very hot, have been found on the
sides of the mountain,

“There lias been a number of slight
quakes In that viclnity recently,” sald
Mr, Turner, “and we have heard ex-
plogions for a distance of twenty miles
from the crater, Not long ago, I as-
cended one of these old voleanoes and
found a smuall quuantity of lava that
apparently  had  recently  overflowed
from the erater, for It was still very
Iot, and several timesg of late smoke
and  dusgt  in congiderable  quantities
have been seen avising from the crater,
Yesterday's  earthguieke,  which  was
quite severe in that locallty, was fregh
evidence of the renewsd volcanic acliv-
